As Prof. John (Irahfiui Brooks of Har¬ 
vard is lecturing on Socialism at various 
points all over the country it may not 
lie out of nine* to touch on ids recent 
lecture in Milwaukee on the “Strength 
aud Wcftkiit-NH of Socialism,” a lecture in 
which he shows lamentable ignorance of 
his suhiect aud an entire miiM*oncepiion 
of the Socialistic philosophy. 

He represented Socialism, by inference 
at least. Hot as a higher stage of society 
itself, uufolditig ns hii improvement upon 
and riaing naturally out of the Inevita¬ 
ble decay of the present capitalistic stage, 
but as a manifestation of increasing ac¬ 
tivity of the state at the expense of pri¬ 
vate undertakings, and he maintained 
that because the Socialists of Belgium in 
their co-operative societies participated 
in the taking of rent, btimt tod profit, 
til at they hud shifted their ground—a 
pitiful mUconception. and on n par with 
the old objection that to be consistent u 
Socialist should divide up his belongings 
with the rest of humanity. The game of 
life under the capitalistic system lias to 
be played according to the rules of capi¬ 
talism. unless one wishes to Innd in a 
state of abject pauperism. When So¬ 
cialism has actually arrived, the rules of 
Socialism will apply. Either the profes¬ 
sor was ignorant of this fact, or he was 
not dealing fair with an nudlence willing 
to listen to him. 

Then the professor maintained that So¬ 
cialism could only become strong In this 
country through the decay of the trade 
unions—that if the unions were crushed 
by capitalism the unionists wonld then 
turn to Socialism for a channel of revolt 
against oppression. As a matter of fact 
Socialism in America and other coun¬ 
tries now gets its best strength where 
trade unionism is strong, in Milwaukee 
for instance, where the cleanest form of 
unionism to be found anywhere in the 
United States exists. The fact is that

STRENUOUSNESS JS A CURSE. 

Tha following la taken from an article 
written by Prof. Jaeger, the noted German 
phyalilan, which la attracting no little at- 
teotlr.n: 

”8. great deal la aald and written about 
the overburdening of achool children, a 
great deal might be written about the over¬ 
burdening of grown-ups. 

Look at our young men in factory and 
office. The great majority of these boys 
have more work to do than would be im¬ 
posed upon them If they were horaea, or 
males. As It la, they are driven, driven, 
driven until they break down or become 
crippled. This latter fact does not always 
appear on the surface right away, but. 
nevertheless, makes itself felt in the boy's 
corporal economy, and. sooner or later, Lis 
parents and friends will see It. too. 

Remember that these boys, and girls as 
well—more’a the pity—work eight to ten 
hours dally In closed rooms. If there la 
more than one or two, the a!'.* la usually 
itad, often positively poisonous. At last 
the closing hour arrives—will these white 
klaves take a good stroll In the open air? 
la the rest of the evening theirs, tv spend 
la God's nature? Not a bit of it. IIere 
we have an orerambltlona parent—or some 
foolish ambition In the young cob's own 
silnd—that drives him to night-school to 
warn some more, to alt In cramped quarters 
for two or three hours, exercising hla mind 
and allowing his limbs to grow numb. 

What nonsense, what criminal defiance 
to all sanitary laws! And this la done by 
persons who hnve already sacrificed from 
five to ten years of their young life to 
schooling. Moat of these sinners against 
their own welfare and that of the children 
that come after them could not walk two 
hours ou a stretch to save their life. All
